The Berks Countian! came to Get­ 
tysburg by the thousands today in their 
annual excursion and tbs town and 
battlefield were literally overrun by 
the typical Pennsylvania Germans 
from Kutxtown, Reading. Allentown 
and numerous other sections of Corks 
and adjoining counties. 
“ Topton Day’* as this annual event 
has come to be known in Gettysbuig 
never had more favorable weather 
conditions than this year. 
For many 
years it was a common superstition 
that the excursion run for the benefit of 
tbs Topton Orphan behoot brought 
rain with it but this year was certain 
ly an exception to the rule. 
Gettysburg people were prepared for 
the visitors.

SELECTING STOCK 
FOR. RESULTS 


A w riter of much experience says: 
In choosing steers for fattening one 
of the most im portant things is to se­ 
lect those that give indications of 
tnaklug good gains. 
The steers must 
have a good, large fram e, with capaci­ 
ty for consuming a good quantity of 
feed. 
This capacity must not be such 
as to tend too much tow ard paunchi­ 
ness. 
The large fram ework gives a 
foundation on which to build. 
While 
the compact pony built anim als are 
ready for m arket earlier and look bet­ 
ter with a small am ount of flesh 00 
them, yet the gains made by steers of 
this form are usually much less than 
those made by more rangy animals. 
It is necessary, however, to strike a 
mean between the tw o—th at Is, avoid 
the extrem e rangy type and also the 
more compact pony type—lf the great­ 
est gains are to be made and the 
steers fitted for market within a rea­ 
sonable time. 
While the brisket la one of the least 
T a lu s hie parts of the animal, so far 
as the carcass is concerned, yet a wide 
breast aud a low, rather prominent 
brisket are indications of strength and

vigor of constitution. 
These, together 
with a large heart girth, indicate good 
lung capacity and ability to assim ilate 
food to advantage. 
Steers which are 
narrow just back of the shoulders 
should be avoided as lacking in lung 
capacity and constitution, 
lo fatten­ 
ing for the larger m arkets, particular­ 
ly. the proportion of higher priced 
meats should be takeu into consider­ 
ation—that Is. select steers which will 
turn out the largest |»ercentage of 
high priced cuts. 
W ino faiteuiug for local markets, 
especially for many in the east with a 
foreign trade, this is not so Important, 
as the discrimination between the high 
and low priced cuts is leas sharp. 
In large m arkets with discrim inating 
trade the hind quarters and back are 
decidedly the more valuable parts of 
the animal. 
The kind of market, then. to which 
the steers are to be sold should be con­ 
sidered lo selecting them. 
Beef from 
the show animala at the international 
would find slow sale lo moat of our 
lo cal eastern markets. This shows th at 
the eastern feeder has this advantage 
over the western feeder—that his mar­ 
kets are uot so discrim inating and a 
poorer class of anim als may be sold 
and even sold to better advantage than 
would !*> possible In the large packing 
centers. 
While the type of steer, so far aa car­ 
cass is concerned, is less Im portant in 
the east than lo the west, it does not 
follow that the dairy bred steer is as 
satisfactory as the beef animal. 
It la 
true, however, that steers from good. 
large cows of the dairy type which 
are inclined to be fleshy and bulls of 
a blocky beef type can be used to ad­ 
vantage. 


Dairies of Holland. 
The dairies of Holland support on an 
average one cow to the acre, which 
makes such a piece of land worth from 
$600 to $2,000. 
Here lo the alfalfa 
country many thousands of acres can 
support two cows to the acre, and in 
numbers of instances cattle are kept 
in this way without the fertilising, cul­ 
tivating. soiling and other means the 
plodding Holland farm er must adopt 
to obtain the results be does. Instead 
Just straight alfalfa growing does the 
work bere. 
All a man need do la see 
that he bas ^rgood stand, that It la not 
abused, give it water, and It goes on 
producing for years. 


Milk Csmsnt Paint. 
Bkimmilk paint has recently been 
going the rounds of the agricultural 
press, says the American Cultivator. 
Sklmmiik will make a fairly good 
paint or wash, but whole mlllr paint 
is much better, ainee the grease in the 
milk is w hat sets the paint. 
Mix a 
couple of pounds of standard port 
land cem ent in a gallon of m llk- 
sweet or sour—and add colored paint 
powder to suit. The cem ent la heavy 
and will constantly sink. so keep stir­ 
ring w ith every brushful, since It la 
the cement which makes the paint a 
preservative. 


8uddan Change In Diet. 
Sudden change in the diet of any ani­ 
mal is bad. especially the boree. The 
soft bran mash, by many advocated 
aa a good Saturday night offering, la 
apt to cause colic unless the horse bas 
been accustomed te bran during the 
week. 
Similar sudden use of green 
grass, roots, bolled grain or grain other 
than those mentioned la apt to cause 
indigestion of a serious nature, and. 
taking all things into consideration, the 
horse will do better on a steady ration 
at Axed intervals and in such a way 
aa to allow sufficient tim e for proper 
m astication. 


The Industrial Commission Says It 
Will Provldo Regulation and Pub­ 
licity—Attorney Genera! Thinks Cor- 
I 
^orations Would Benefit. 


W ashington, Oct. 9.—It is now clear- 
I ly Indicated that one of the moot Im- 
! portent billa to be considered at the 
coming session of congress will be the 
adm inistration bill providing for a fed­ 
eral Incorporation law. 
It will prob­ 
ably be the most Important legislation 
attem pted. 
i 
This bill la now being prepared by 
Attorney 
General 
W ickerham , 
a1 
though he has not worked it out in 
I detail aa yet. 
Me expects to have it 
in shape to subm it to President T aft 
t and his cabinet immediately upon the 
reconvening of that body in November, 
after the president's return. 
The at 
torney general baa devoted the greater 
part of the sum m er to studying out 
this problem and getting the proposed 
legislation into shape. 
It ta understood that this bill will 
be baaed upon the recom mendations 
of the Industrial commission of 1900, 
of which form er Representative Phil­ 
lips, of Pennsylvania, was chairm an 
The question of a federal Incorpora 
tlon law waa thoroughly gone into by 
th at commission, and the opinions of 
such experts aa the late El W. Huff- 
cut, of Cornell university, and F. J. 
Stimson, a lawyer of Boston, had great 
weight In form ulating its recommen 
Cations. 
Their views are accepted as 
embodying practical ideas which It is 
believed, will be adopted In t? 3 Tram 
ing of the adm inistration bill. 
Taxation the Foundation. 
In its recommendation, the 
Indus 
I trial commission had this to say. after 
I discussing various remedies, evils and 
I injustices complained of In the oper 
I ation of corporations doing interstate 
! business: 
“If experience should 
prove that 
these remedies are not sufficient prop­ 
erly to control the great corporations 
and combinations, it may be wise for 
the congress to enact a federal incor 
oration law. Should such a law be en 
acted it would then be possible to in 
crease the franchise tax on state cor 
potations engaged in interstate com 
merce so as to compel them to reor­ 
ganize under a federal law. When or­ 
ganized under a federal law It would 
be poesible, as has been pointed out. 
to apply to corporations any degree of 
publicity or restriction that might be 
authorized.” 
That recommendation is the founda­ 
tion upon which the proposed legisla­ 
tion is to be b u ilt The bill is expected 
to em brace President T aft's Ideas re­ 
garding the supervision of stock Is 
sues by the federal governm ent The 
suggestion by the commission 
that 
such s franchise tax can be placed 
upon 
corporations 
doing 
Interstate 
business as to compel them to take 
out federal franchises will be incor­ 
porated in the bill so that all corpora­ 
tions thus engaged will be glad to 
come In under federal supervision. 
The attorney general. In speaking 
of the advisability of such a federal 
incorporation law, said in hts opinion 
corporations would gladly avail them 
selves of the chance to do business un­ 
der federal supervision. “They would 
prefer one m aster to forty-six mas­ 
ters,” Is the way he put IL There will 
be provision in the bill for the pub­ 
licity of corporate affairs so long de­ 
manded. 


SEVEN TEEN DEAD IN WRECK 


OII Train Crashes Into Work Train on 
th# Santa Fe. 
Topeka. Ran., O ct 9.—Ten Mexican 
laborers and seven other men were 
killed and ten men were injured in a 
Santa Fe wreck on the outskirts of the 
city.

Leaves and buckwheat straw noon 
go to nothing; coarse shaving*, excel­ 
sior or sawdust is swallowed by the 
hungry bens, and It kills them; hay is 
too expensive, is eaten and brings 
hard crop; rye straw is too coarse and 
is costly; cut corn fodder and corn­ 
cobs are too rough and do not hide the 
grain, while deep dirt and coal ashes 
are a nuisance to ben and men. 
Wheat and oat straw are best. 
We prefer wheat straw for litter, as 
it lasts longer, is cleaner, and the 
bena eat it for certain mineral ele­ 
ments it contains that are needed for 
health and eggs. To keep hens from 
scratching straw into drinking vessels 
place whole corn fodder right around 
them.

CONCRETE BLOCKS FOR ROADS 


Only the Wheel Track Is Paved, Re­ 
ducing Cost of Construction. 
Orlando H. II. Dickson of Jackson­ 
ville, Fla., one of the most active 
champions of good roads In Duval 
county for many years, bas received 
word from his attorney at Washington 
tbat a patent has been allowed on bis 
concrete block for constructing roads. 
The authorities at the patent office at 
first refused bim a patent because the 
method was, they thought, in conflict 
with other similar roads that had been 
patented, but Mr. Dickson employed a 
first class attorney,, who fought the 
matter through to a successful issue. 
The road as patented consists of 
heavy concrete blocks in shape not un­ 
like common T rails laid on their sides, 
except that they are much larger and 
only three or four feet in length. 
They have a mortise on one end aud 
a tenon on the reverse end and so are 
locked together, making them a con­ 
tinuous road. but easily repaired if 
broken, as one block can be taken oat 
and another one inserted in a few 
moment*’ time. 
The groove is large 
enough to easily carry an automobile 
tire, and such a road can be built with 
a double track at less coat than ordi 
nary first class country roads cost. 
Mr. Dickson is in correspondence with 
several manufacturers of machinery 
for concrete work, who assure him 
that a machine can be constructed to 
turn out several hundred blocks In a 
day at small coat for labor. 
A short 
piece of the road is now In use l»e 
tween Jacksonville and Apoka and has 
been tested enough to prove its com 
plete adaptability as a first class road 
for farm vehicles or automobiles. 
Any person who does the common 
work of life which falls to his lot faith­ 
fully and well deserve* credit as 
benefactor of his fellow men just as 
truly a* do those who labor higher up 
It is not so mach the kind of work as 
the way in which it is done that makes 
It worth while.
